« Congregations, nor the Longoberdes, who 
& were contrary to all law ſuppreſt, conld either by the

«« any right inthe Welterne Empire : ſo that the afore- 
« (aid Emperours made no.account nor reckoning of the 
« Weſterne Empire, but held it looſely as a dereli&,

Hichaell Ceccimmus ſpzaketh yet more plaine concer-

*gings, as being ſubie& to the Gothes , Vice-Gothes, 
* Humes, and Lougbardes, and being not able with their 
* owne forces todefend themſclues, and the Grecians ta- 
* king no care at all of them for the performance theroſ: 
* nay that which is more, they themſclu:s heaping euill 
© ypon euill, and vfing all diligence to ſupprefle and 
* ſpoile them, ſing to great auariciouſnefſe and defire ho 
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« authoritic ouer them ; they marking the exceſsjue 
« couctouſneſle of the Grecian, and alſo their careleſ- 
« nefſe ;- obſcruing allo the worthineſle, pac and 
«« equitiz of theGermenes : they tranſported the Empire 
&« fron the Grecian: vnto the Gerwanes, and recommen- 
*« ded the ſame to Carolus Magnum; This tranſport of the 
&« Empire being cffeRed by rhe Romans, and other peo- 
«« ple of /raly, and that with the common conſent and 
*« 2uthoritie of them all, out of all doubt had ſult power, 
« and hath remained firme. | | 

Hence appeareth plaine enough, 'that they are either 
fooles,or ciſe are much deceived, whichthinke that the - 
Empire was tranſported to the Francks for herefic. 

This alſo is worthy conſideration, that although the 
Eaſterne Empire was __ by Pope Le to the 
Weſterne, that the Pope hath now the ſame right to 
remoue the a according to his will. In olde time 
it was otherwiſe then it is now, Let vs grant that the 
Pope of Rowe had ſome right;as the beſt. qualificd citizen 
of the citie;nay that the City(which neuer yer was done) 
had tranſported all her power vne@- ham, what doth that 
concerne theſe our preſent times, ' fince that the P 
hath driuen the Enperour out of the' dominion of t 
Citic. After what manner (ſay 1) hereafter ſhall either 
Rome it(clfe, or the Pope of Rewe pretend any right in 
the ele&ting of an Emperour y. fince they doe yor 2c. 
knowſcdge the Emperour for their Lord yea finec ir 1s 
acknos1]:dgedthat the prince EleRors areto be ordai- 
ned by the conſent and voices of the States, and this is 
by the approbartion of Gregory the 53 hath not the Pope 
loſt his right when he d hereunto? (@ thathere. 
by that authoritic which the Pope aſcribeth to himſclfe 
is quite ouerthrowne. What a numberof might 
be produced againſt this power of the Pope? yea alſorhe- 
reſtimonie of principall perſonages, whoby reaſon of 
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vouſly both with tooth and naile vpon the bodies of all 
thoſe that diſlike the ſentence of the Pope, and that con- 
ſilteth in the three laſt Articles. - 

And firſt that is touched which concerneth the e- 
lcRion, that is, the right of voice is taken from the 
Prince Ele&or the Duke of Sexo; vnder this pretext,

bing, ——_— depoſing . For 
I pray you, of what conſequence is the confirmation of 
the Pope ynto thoſe whom he driues into a bodily feare, 
if he had go power ? It is ſuch as Origen long 
ago vnderſiood to beg which he taught, as appeareth by 
tis writings ypon: Mathew, on his twelfth Homily: 
* Among you which are mine, theſe rhings ſhall not be ; 
* to the.end that thoſe which haue any power in the 
* Church, doe not ſeeme to domineere over their bre. 
© thren, nor to wſcany authoritie. For like as a neceſsitie 
< is impoſed vpon temporall matters, and notleft to the 
©* will zandfpirjtuall matters in will,and not in neceſsity: 
© ſo.ſhall the dominionofpirituall Princes be confirmed 
© in louc, and not in bodily feare. If therefore the 
power of:the prince Eleors be from the Pope, becauſe 
that the Emperiall power is from him, as our adverſaries 
affirme : how can they proue that the dignirie of the 
prince Eleor mult proceed from the Pope, if it be not 
needfull that.che Em be confirmed by the Pope ? 
There is a text that ſaith, The Army maketh an Empe- 
rour, The Gleſſe ſaith thereby, He is a righe Emperovr 
before he be confirmed by the Pope. may"

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enderſtood very well; who after che death of Ladewicks, 
where the Lord of Bawberghey chiefe Preſiden made 
this anſwer : That Emperour whichthe prince BleRors 
ſhall ordaine for vs, him will we accept of, although he 
haue noreſpeR vnto the Pope. Thi apparel b 
mento /rſpergenſi, Nay that which is more;the Pope him. 
ſclfe confeſleth, that not the Empire it ſelfe, bnt the Em. 

riall title reſted onely in him. Pope Adrianthe fourth, 
in his Epiſtle tothe Archbiſhop of Hents, Tryer and Cul. 
len,ſaith : The name of the Emperour is from the Pope, 
but the Empire and Authoritie cometh from the 
EleQors. Hence then is confuted that which is (aid in 
the 27, Article, fince that the Pope hath confirmed the 
Dyke of Bevaria in the dignitic of prince EleRor , that 
then hot onely the King of Spine (who isthere mentio- 
ned) but alſothe Emperour is bereaved of the power 
to reſore againe vnto the!

peronrs ; The Pope allo ought to haue in confideration 
that he by meanesof the Empire hath obtained ſo great 
riches, and now by the greatnefſe of his power, and all 
maner of ſenſuallitices,blindeth the cycs of many rempo- 
-How blindare the men of this age, when the _ 
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ſhineth {o brigat, dog! little do they know orthink what. 
will fall out in the end ; he hath goes great treaſures 
' from thoſe of the Empire, to the.end-that he wanting 
nothing, might giue the better laſter vnto his religion z 
now abuſcth he theſe gifts,by driuing the Empire into a 
great feare, He isenriched wich carthly countries, to 
the end he ſhould enrich ys with the heaucnly, and now 
they ſcrue him ro take away our earthly ; He is enriched, 
to the end.that by his religious care, we might liue in 
greater ſecuritie in the Empire : now he careth not for 
that, although there be trouble raiſed in the Empire, 
he may live brauely and laciuiouſly 3 This is the reward 
of peruerted hberalty- ſo that for many ages it hath beey 
*« yery truely ſaid:Religion brought forth riches,and the 
* Daughter hath deuoured the Mother, > 

You props and pillers of the Empire,(moſt Illuſtrious 
Emperour, Princes EleRors, Princes,and States)tollerate 
no longer this triumph and pride of the Romiſh Clergie: 
you ſee how boldly they violate the lawes of the Em- 


pire, they limite your eſtabliſhed law, and preferre ynto 


you that which they dobut thinke and inuent : leaning 
ynto you the bare name of the empire, but hane drawne 
the maieſtic thereof long agoe to themſclues. 

What will this worke in the end, if you be content 
any longer with patience to behold or looke ypon the 
ſame, neuer thinke that they willomit to nal theirs 
and decreaſe yours; Yon haue heard how they threaten 


you, and what they intend as enemies to proſecute : and - 


you know that the abominable deeds which the Popes 
haue performed againſt the Emperours, doe ſcrue them 
now for very faire examples. 

Since then it is nor yet to late,take councell pronident- 
ly, that the Romiſh Cardinalls in the end may be gladto 
leaue their affronts,andtheir proud courage may quaile, 
yndertake firme and ſubſtantiall courles, that their difſo- 
lute and in(olent defire of dominion may beereſtrained 
and bridlcd z then ſhall the Maieſtie of the empire be 
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
